Supreme Court Hands Down a Decision 


Declaring Her Widow of the Deceased

• SAN FRANCISCO, Jan...2&—The -Supreme Court this afternoon 


handed down the decision affirming the judgment of Judge Brown 
of the Superior Court of Alameda county, holding that Mrs. William 
E. Dargie is the lawful widow of the late W. E. Dargie, publisher 
of THE OAKLAND TRIBUNE, and is entitled to the family al- 
lowance allowed" her by the lower xourt. The decision of the Su- 
preme Court is unanimous on the subject. 


Some months ago Judge Brown granted Mrs. Dargie a family 


allowance of $1000 a month. This allowance was contested by Mal- 
vern Dargie, a minor, who is a nephew of the late publisher. Since 
that time the case has been in the Supreme Court. 


The judges of the Supreme Court have now unanimously af- 


firmed .the opinion of Judge Brown, declaring that -Mrs. Dargie is 
the legal and lawful widow, of the deceased publisher. The widow, 
has won a complete victory in the Supreme Court. She was repre- 
sented at the hearing by her attorneys, A. A..Moore and Stanley 
Moore.

Fibush then received an offer 
from the Eilers Music Company, and the 
deal has been pending for several 'days. It 
was concluded today. 


The change will necessitate removal of 


theater equipment which was installed at 
considerable expense in, order to make 
way for the improvements. Parties famil- 
iar with the deal state that in all of the 
transfers a substantial amount changed 
hands, indicating -a good-sized profit to 
each of the lease-holders.

While sorrowful and repentant, he 


could not hide his eagerness to see 
what the world had been told, and 
was awake early this morning that 
he might read the 
newspaper ac- 


counts of his confession. 
Clement has 


told the Sacramento officials that he 
carefully scanned the papers after 
committing a crime ana was disap- 
pointed If he found no mention.of it. 


Clement was taken to the county 


hospital this morning and there -his 
right arm, so -badly wounded by shot 
fired from a shotgun by Luke Harris, 
a negro porter, will be amputated. 
Immediately he will be nursed back 
to health that, he may stand trial for 
his crimes. Special Officer Black was 
commissioned to guard Clement at the 
hospital. 


WANTS OSflJY REST. 


Again today he repeated his state- 


ment of last night that "I only ask 
for a rest of several weeks to make 
amends to the God for vWhose love I 
have told you this." 
Once more to- 


day he denied that love for money 
had prompted him to kill four men 
and commit a score of minor crimes. 


"I always had plenty of money," 


he said. "I was always able to mke 
between $20 and .$30 a week as car- 
pet layer. 
It was the excitement of 


the .thing, the thrill it gave me that 
led me- on. 
I was satisfied to live 


off the excitement of the hold-ups 
until I could commit another crime." 


ARRESTED SATURDAY. 


Clement was arrested last Saturday 


night in Sacramento for the unsuc- 
cessful attempt to hold up Martin's 
saloon, when he shot and dangerous- 
ly wounded James Martin Jr., and was 
himself shot and seriously w.ounded 
by the negro porter, who was one of 
the occupants of the saloon at the 
time.

Clement was found by the police an 


hour later in a vacant lot. He con- 
fessed the Martin shooting. 


When the confession 
had 
been 


written out and concluded he heaved 
a sigh of relief as of some duty per- 
formed. 
At the same time he beg- 


pred that his wife, now 
living at 


Placerville. who is suing him for di- 
vorce, and Miss Emily Barreilles of 
Stockton, with whom he has been 
friendly, and whose name he never 
mentioned 
after his arrest, bo not 


brought Into the case or given any 
publicity in conection with It. 
He 


said no woman knew anything of his 
criminal career.

veloped 'today, were mailed to Mrs. 
J. F. Barbee by an anonymous per- 
son Saturday, January 18, of this 
year. The envelope carrying- the doc- 
uments bore the address of 2127 Cen- 
ter street, which was the address, of 
the late Jl F. Barbee.-

EDGAR QUITS CASE. 


Judge Edgar, who has been the at- 


torney for Devine, declared today that 
he was-'through1 with the case and 
added that when he first took up the 
matter he asked Mrs. :Devine'and her 
husband about the validity of the sig- 
nature on. the will, and was informed 
by them that they Jcnew Mrs. Swain's 
signature and that it was exactly the 
same on both documents. 


"The adoption papers were drawn 


up in the office of the late J. F. Bar- 
bee, 2127 Center street, May 13, of 
last year," said Judge Edgar. 
"Bar- 


bee dictated the' wording while Mrs. 
Swain wrote out the text. The wit- 
nesses were Mr, and'Mrs. Robert De- 
vine and Barbee." 


MAKES INQUIRIES; 


"At ths outset I inquired about .the 


purported signature of Mrs. Swain on 
the will, which was an Important 
point. ' When I received 
assurance 


of Mr. and Mrs. De. Vine that the 
handwriting- was identical with that 
of Mrs. Swain on the adoption paper, 
I made no further immediate In- 
quiry. 
• 


"When I learned more about the 


anonymous letter I became suspicious. 
The adoption paper, taken In con- 
nection with the new will, formed the 
basis of questioning in my rnind, and 
I began investigations seeking 
to 


learn the identity of the sender of 
the documents and writer of the let- 
ter. 
Mrs. De Vine was equally anx- 


ious to be enlightened. 
Mrs. Bar- 


bee had stated on a certain day that 
she believed the sisnatures of both 
ilocximents, alleged to be her hus- 
band's, were genuine and the next 
day she was not quite -certain that 
they were the same.

Clement Tells Story 


of 10 Years of Crimes 


SACRAMENTO. Jan. 24.— Zollie 


Clement's confession in full follows: 


"The first crime I committed was 


In Sacramento, on May IS. 1902. no. 
it was on the 17th. when I shot a 
man at Eighth and N streets when 
he resisted as I was holding him up," 
he commenced. 
"I was but 16 years old at that 


time, and once having got a start I 
have been at it ever since. . The fel- 
low I killed was going home from a 
fair In the capital grounds. :I don't 
know his -name, but I remember 
reading it in the papers the next 
day. 
The police thought a woman 


had killed him. It made me laugh 
when I read that" 


This man. so Chief Ahren says, was 
James JIarkham, a bridge carpenter. 
No, trace of, his slayer. could be se- 
cured. and the woman with whom 
Markham kept 
company was sus- 


pected at the time. 
"I got out of town, after that and 


went north," continued Clement. "I 
held up a man In Tacoma. -There was 
a pal with me at the time, 
but I 


won't tell his name. 
He is mar- 


ried now, has a family and hag set- 
tled down, and I am not going to 
say anything about him. He and I 
came down to San Francisco togeth¥t.

KODE TO HIS DEATH. 


"The next job I did was in "Wood- 


land a couple of years later. I held 
up a fellow there and got away on 
my bicycle. I turned the same trick 
at Suisun,. and, as usual, the officers 
could not get a line on me.

of Fervid Romance 


PLACERVILLE, Jan. 24.—Mrs. Zol- 


lie Clement, wife of the young ban- 
dit- who confessed at- Sacramento to 
three murders and a 'dozen robberies, 
is well known here, her father, Will- 
iam Seeley, being a contracting car- 
pent^r of this place. 
Her where- 


abouts is not now known and she has 
not been in Placerville for a year. 
Two weeks ago it was known that 
she was at the Hotel Clayton, Sac- 
ramento, but since that time nothing 
has been heard of her whereabouts. 


The marriage of Hattie Seeley and 


Clement was the outgrowth of an im- 
petuous romance. 
The girl was in 
school here when Clement met her. 


He had.come to,Placerville. follow- 
ing his trade as a carpet layer in the 
employ of a Stockton firm. The girl 
was 19 and Clement took her from 
the classroom to the marriage license 
bureau. 
That was three years ago. 


The marriage was not happy. 
About 


six months after the wedding. Mrs. 
Clement had to leave her husband. 


It is understood that she intends 


to sue her husband for divorce in 
Sacramento. 


In FVultvale nbo-jt the time of the murder 
of Brown. There Is no record of the al- 
leged Frultvale murder. 
Because Clement puts forlh the claim 


to a murder that tbo police believe was 
never committed, and on account of c«rr 
lain minor discrepancies in his recital of 
the events of tha night on which Pa- 
trolman Brown met his death, the Oak- 
land police are Inclined to iook with 
somo. suspicion upon the story told by 
Clement. 


Captain Pctersen stated this morning

BRANDS IT BUNK. 


"This Frultvale murder appears to be,i 


a bunk," declared Captain Petersen, "and 
wa have no record of the Berkeley shoot- 
ing to which Clemunt confesses. There 
are many strange features to this af- 
fair which it would be well to clear up 
if possible." 


That the confession of tlie bandit cap- 


tured in Sacramento may clear the mys- 
tery which has for the past seven years 
surrounded the killing of the .Oakland 
policeman is the hope of the local police. 
At-the time Brown was murdered there 
had been several holdups and robberies 
in the bay region, but the fact that the

murderer and effect Ills arrest. H. San-

"I have felt all 
along- that George's 
murderer would bo finally captured, and 
while I am not of a vindictive nature, I 
certainly hope this man will be made to 
pay the penalty of his crime. 
"My husband left me that night after 
supper and laughingly told me that he in- 
tended to make a record for himself. A 
few minutes later I was Informed that he 
had been killed. I arrived at the hospital 
too late to see him alive."

BEST TYPE OF 
THE COMEDIENNE 


MISS ADA KEEVE.

ehe'Il listen by the hour. Ada Reave would 
rather hear of the progress "of the drama 
in America,, and the prospects for Anglo- 
clzed musical comedy here. That's an- 
other viewpoint 
Talk to Josle Heather about her baby 


boy and she'll forget that there ever was 
a stage. But Ada Reeve,will reveal se- 
crets of ' comparison., in tastes between 
English 'and' American dramatic lovers 
that will astound you. Thaf s a'thlrd dif- 
ference In viewpoint. 


And yet all four are classed as' "Eng- 
lish comediennes." Evidently, however, a 
sort of stage Burbank has had Miss 
Reeve hi hand, for she-has vastly de- 
veloped over_the type of comedienne that 
England has "usually sent us, such as^iaiiee; 
Lily and Josle, all much beloved. 


Although now appearing here in vaude- 
ville, it IB possible—even probable—that 
Miss Reeve will come back next year or. 
the year after'in the "legit" For, be it 
known, she was an English star of the 
regular stage before she went into vaude- 
ville, and she has been one of the very 
few who, are -able'to play in both fields 
with huge success..- Since she came over 
for her;limited Orpheum tour, Miss Reeve 
has about 'concluded negotiations. for a 
farce or comedy from the pen of Made- 
line Lucette Ryley,'author of "Mice and 
Men,''- and Mrs. Ryley has promised to 
save up a certain scenario, that they both 
thought suitable, for Miss Reeve's use. 
"But I- cannot say'that I like your 
American musical comedies; they are so 
different from ours; In fact, they lack 
a. certain dignity; ;yon dilute them with 
ragtime "and sometimes worse things. You 
even tabs •• our English farcea and musi- 
cal comedies and do that to them. Hor- 
rors 1 .The English musical comedy is a 
thing of refinement; you recall 'Florodoro,' 
of course? It ran as it was written. . But 
you take 'The Girl Behind the Counter,' 
arid 'when one has seen the English ver- 
sion, which was really pretty, the Amer- 
icanized piece was a thing of tawdriness 
and brazen mutilation. It. isn't fair to us. 
I suppose In'time you will'really become 
able to appreciate the dainty and refined 
English musical shows; certainly in 'The 
Quaker Girl' you have a very sweet thing 
in this line, also -in. 'The Enchantress.' 
But you must not forget that, especially in 
the former, .the company is almost alto~ 
gether of English players. 
"If Mrs. Ryley and I do not come to 
an agreement.on,a comedy. It is as likely 
that I will put on a musical comedy next 
season for myself. My method Is a little 
different, I might say, from usual in this 
work. And, I believe, It Is a little bet- 
ter. First, I have some well-known au- 
thors write out the piece as a straight 
farce. 
Then the lyrics and music are 
written. . Then the first author goes over 
his book again-and'welds It all together 
in a fit fashion. That, by ttie way, is 
why there are often four Or five names 
to an English Qnusical piece as writers."

•board of control was uhorn of Its power 
to make contracts for various depart- 
ments of the State government by ,an 
opinion rendered yesterday by Chief Dep- 
uty -General Kaymond Benjamin to the 
California highways commission whion is 
about to begin the expenditure of, Jls,- 
000,000 on a system of. State turnpikes. 
This Is the first time since the crea- 
tion of the board of control that Its 
powers have been defined and a limita- 
tion placed upon Its scope. 
. . . 
It means that the board ol control, 
which has .been the' most active depart- 
ment of the State government under the 
new administration, will have no voice 
In making contracts for any State de- 
partment but It may continue as an In- 
quisitorial body to investigate and audit 
all accounts and pass upon all claims 
against the State. 
While the opinion rendered by Ben- 
jamin deals specifically with the rela- 
tion of the board of control to the Calr 
Ifornia highway commission, it affects 
other State departments capable of mak- 
ing contracts. 
The opinion was written at the reauest 


of the highway commission, which desired 
to know whether it had the sole power 
to make contracts involving the expendi- 
ture of $18,000,000 or whether that power 
was vested in the board of control. . 
Under a legislative act passed In 1909, 
and favorably voted upon by the people, 
the highway commission was created, and 
later the State was-bonded to provide 


I funds lor the construction of the high- 
way. 
The act- delegates the sole con- 
tracting powei1 to the highway commlsr 
sion, and It was a 'legal interpretation 
of tils power that the highway commis- 
sion Bought when it requested an opin- 
ion from the attorney general. 


LANGUAGE IS SPECIFIC. 


After discussing the highway act In 
ganeral, the opinion deals with the lan- 
guage. In detail as follows: 
"Section 1 of the act contains the ex- 
pression of the will of the people to 
the effect that the State highways shall 
be constructed and acquired as and In 
the manner provided by law by the de- 
partment of engineering of said State, 
and section 8 confers upon the depart- 
ment of engineering the power ol de- 
termining the character of road, the right 
of executing contracts, of 
purchasing 
supplies, material and machinery and of 
exercising the right, of eminent domain. 
"The language used in the latter sec- 
tion Is that 'the department of engineer- 
ing shall hare full power- and- authority1 
to do these things. There is no exception 
there is no limitation, there Is no super- 
vision, there 'is no appeal from their 
decision or act,-there Is no intimation of 
any other or different authority which, 
in any way, shape or form, shall; In any

"Be this as It-may, Insofar as these 
provisions grant' power and authority to 
the board of control, such power/or .au- 
thority Is confined. In its. exercise to 
matters which may become, under con- 
tract, a charge against the regular rev- 
enues of the State which have been or 
will be appropriated by . tho legislature 
for specific purposes." 
In conclusion the opinion confines the 
board of control to the power of audit- 
Ing the demands made b? tho depart- 
ment of engineering. The language: "The 
conclusion to be drawn from these rea- 
sons and decisions 'In view of the pro- 
vision of the statute of 1909 that the 
board ' of 
examiners 
(control) 
shall 
'audlf the demands made by the depart- 
ment of engineering in this work Is that 
the duty of the board of control with 
respect to this particular work-shall be 
confined to an ascertainment of the ac- 
curacy of the demands approved by the 
department of engineering as applied tc 
contracts executed by the department of 
engineering, and that their functions In 
this work is ministerial only."

. In the .report of the Alameda County Tax Association.will be 


found^some striking testimony to the growth of Alameda county in 
wealth and-population. In'1886 the total assessed valuation of the 
whole county was $55,926,632,- Last year the assessed valuation, of 
the county has risen to $203,300,823. 


The population of the county has increased in like proportion. 


Oakland alone contains more-inhabitants than ..the whole /county 
contained in 1900. If we consult the industrial statistics, gathered 
by the Federal government, we find that manufacturing has in-: 
creased in the same ratio as wealth and populations little more,^ 


in fact. 
• 


It must be understood that the Tax Association has not col- 


lected statistics to boom or advertise the county; quite the con-: 
trary. The object of the association in gathering the; facts which 
are made the text of this article is to equalize assessments, regulate 
the expenditure of public money and to inject business principles 
and economy in the administration of local government, but the 
care with which they have been prepared and the precision of their 
presentment make them reliable and useful for any purpose. They 
denote great prosperity in this community regardless of any other 
conclusion'that may .be drawn from them.

It is a fact of tremendous importance that the taxable wealth of 


Alameda county should have practically quadrupled in - twenty-five 
years, and that population and manufactures should have trebled in 
the same period. While our tax - rate is rather high the average 
rate of assessment is by no means excessive. There are many in- 
equalities' in" the assessment, "however, which should be corrected. 
But none of these facts discredits the showing made by the com- 
parative figures. It may also be stated that the increase in the tax 
rate is largely due to the comprehensive system of public improve- 
ments begun a few years ago. Since 1886 a vast sum has been ex- 
pended In building good roads throughout the county. In Oakland 
parks, playgrounds, new-school buildings, new fire houses, the salt 
water auxiliary fire system and waterfront improvements have 
called for the expenditure of'enormous sums. ,

This by.no. means implies that the Tax Association is not 'dcing 


a-useful work or that its investigations should be discontinued. The 
idea we-have attempted to convey is, that an investigation begun in a 
fault-fmdiKg spirit discloses a,''gratifying 
condition of progressive 


prosperity in Alameda'county. 


The vigorous paving operations Commissioner Baccus is conr 


• ducting in the district lying east of Broadway and south of Seventh 
street are gratifying arid commendable. 'There is much heavy team- 
ing qver the streets of -that district, ;and".as the volume of traffic in- 
creases the consequences' to'macadamized' highways are>deplorabie. 
Mud and slush"'^evail'>yer^nere;'''m'aking the''streets look -more 
like miry country-,/dads than city'thoroughfares.

—NEW YORK WORLD. 


High Standard of Gipsy Mora/s. 


Last Monday night "Gipsy" Smith, the London evangelist who 


'has been conducting a revival in San Francisco, paid a glowing 
tribute to the' race from which he sprang. He said the gipsies are 
the most moral people oh earth, although they have no Bible and 
no formal religion. "Among the 35,000 or 40,000 in England," he 
continued, "I have never heard of a divorce or a fallen woman." 


Yet Mr. Smith forsook this agreeable and virtuous condition to 


become a Christian. ISie Christian community of equal proportions 
can show such a.clean bill of moral health. If the most moral peo- 
ple on. earth have no Bible and no definite religious-convictions, one 
is tempted to ask what use there is for Bibles and religions. 


But a society composed of gipsies would not be favorable to 


either ethical or material development. A gipsy civilization would 
be about as primitive and unprogressive as one could" imagine.. The 
gipsy may be moral, but he is about as useful as a jackrabbit or a 
coyote. But it would be interesting to know the cardinal tenets of 
"Gipsy" Smith's moral code. Apparently what.he calls morality is 
only a phase of the sexual relation. 


The people of our neighboring town Richmond are to be con-

While the result of the .German elections is a substantial defeat 


for the government it is not a Socialist victory. The Social Demo- 
crats will have a powerful representation'in. the new Reichstag, but 
they cannot control that body nor can-they form-a. coalition with 
other elements to control it. The lines of the .Center Party (the 
clericals) have been^badly broken, and the coalition which has 
backed the; Kaiser's policy °* expansion and militarism for a dozen 
years past is shattered .and sadly disorganized.

-•On^theiace of the- returns the hloc, which represents_the-fusion 


majority, behind, the/imperial ministry, has a majority of one over- 
all the other factions combined, • 'But a majority of one is too nar- 
row to be: dependable or to.be ^effective in legislative proceedings. 
There must be a readjustment of parliamentary forces in the Reich- 
stag.. .If there is theKai'ser's policy will have to be liberalized in all 
probability.

. I..The National:-Liberals will not combine with the Socialists, but 
they resent" the Kaiser's.-dependence on the Centrists. Bismarck 
was the founder of the'National Liberal party,-and,the. spirit that 
once found-expression in the Fallc laws, since:repealed, .still perme- 
ates that-body. However, the National. Liberals are imperialists at 
bottom,' and have no more liking for the extreme policies of the 
Social Democrats than they have for the -Junker nobles and the 
Jew-baiters. They are really enlightened and progressive conserv- 
atives. 


Social Democracy in Germany is in reality a popular protest 


against class privilege.and the military policy of the empire. While 
the Socialists are by no means agreed'as'to ultimate ends they are 
united in demanding lower tariff duties, especially on foodstuffs, 
and relief from military taxation. They also demand a more equit- 
able distribution of political power, repeal of the laws making lese 
majeste a penal offense and an abatement of the conditions which 
require subserviency on the part of civilians to army officers. Also, 
the Socialists' are opposed to, an aggressive foreign policy and 
colonial.expansion which increases the burden of taxation at'home. 


So far as their opposition to the Kaiser's policy.is concerned, the 


Social Democrats are perfectly coherent and reasonable. The re- 
cent advance in the cost of the necessaries of life, coupled with the 
bad harvest, gave powerful emphasis to their demand for lower 
taxes and lower tariff duties. Moreover, no one has successfully 
controverted their assertion that representation in the Reichstag is 
grossly inequitable. The apportionment made when the imperial 
federation was "formed in 1871 remains unchanged, and the grow- 
ing strength of the Social Democrats has been the strongest argu- 
ment against a reapportionment. But in refusing to correct an inde- 
fensible injustice the Centrists and ultra-conservatives have fur- 
nished their enemies with a potential argument against the present 
control of the Reichstag.

Ministers Discuss Them Pro 


and Con at Methodist 


Gathering. 


What -was the best was- to minister to 


the spiritual needs of*the rapidly growing 
east bay cities was the subject of an ani- 
mated discussion . in a meeting of the 
Board of Managers of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church Extension Society of Oak- 
land, Alameda and Berkeley, at the First 
Methodist Church. Oakland, last evening. 


A prominent part in the discussion was 


taken by Dr. George A. White, who 
prophesied a tremendous growth: of pop- 
ulation in Oakland and the bay region and 
urged that adequate measures be taken 
by the Methodists to 'moet the situation 
just ahead. 


A considerable difference of opinion on 


the value of the use of moving pictures by 
the churches found expression among the 
ministers and laymen present at.. last 
night's meeting. .Dr. A. J. Hanson, corre- 
sponding secretary of the Church Exten- 
sion Society, advocated their use and fa- 
vored at least one new building enterprise 
with special reference, to the introduction 
of moving pictures. 
Rev. W. TV*. Caao, 


r of the Shattuck - Avenae Church, 


declared "the spectacular" to he "the 
great crime of the day," and ndded that 
while In an earlier period of his ministry 
he would be freely criticised If he did not 
preach the doctrine of John Wesley, 


J. F. Forderer of Alameda, president of 


the society, strongly advocated the use of 
the moving picture 'film for educational 
and religious purposes and- held 'hat rich 
men could not do better with their money 
than to multiply the number and use of 
appropriate films for such purposes. 


The plans for the year Include the ^-re- 


duction of old debts on churches, the re- 
tocation of one or two churches unfavor- 
ably placed, and the opening up of new 
work In the growing suburbs of Oakland, 
The plans will tie given to the public in 
more fulness on the occasion of the so- 
ciety's annual banquet, which will be held 
on Friday evening, February 23. It is ex- 
pected that Bishop Hughes of San Fran- 
cisco will be one of the speakers at this 
meeting, which will- probably be held in 
the'First Church, Oakland.

of discontent and a consequent demoral- 
ization of the mail service exists be- 
cause of the dissatisfaction of the rail- 
way mall clerks with their present work- 
ing conditions, according to a statement 
to the House committee on postoffices 
yesterday by Carl Van Dyke of St. Paul. 
Van Dyke,Is an official of the Railway 
Mall Association, He was .for many years 
a clerk in the rail way. mail service and 
left the service after a disagreement with 
the Postoffice Department a year ago. 
Van Dyke said the ?1 per diem allowed 
them for expenses while away from home 
had .been paid in the last year . at the 
rate of 60 cents on the dollar. He said 
a blacklist existed, and that promotions 
were be.lng' made in the service on the 
basis of what the department said was 
"loyalty."
